Mr. Ralph Hall Caine, the son of 
the popular author, who was in 
Kingston when the earthquake 
occurred, writing in the Daily Tele- 
graph of his experien :

The ground leaps up 
to our faces, and as we fall there is 
heard the violent cannonading of 
falling masonry. Heavy brick walls 
bulge out and fall with a clatter; 
great structures of iron, wood, brick, 
and stone collapse like a house of 
cards; roofs built entirely of wood 
glide away from their holdings into 
the street; entire buildings become in 
a moment a mere broken-up mash of 
débris. Ard out of all this ruin, 
with the very sun itself obscured by 
blinding dust, there comes the ‘plead- 
ing cry of the helpless, the agon- 
ising oaths of the bitterly hopeless, 
and-the groans of the dying. There 
is a tiny moment of silence, in which 
yeople are trying to realise what has 
Lacaahed, and to what sufferer the 
unhurt may first, turn the hand of 
help—the’ plea for water here, the 
call for aid there. 

“No words can picture š scene of 
such desolation and despair as befel 
Kingston in those fifty ‘seconds. But 
as one recalls out of ‘the confused 
mass of impressions the recollections 
of a hospital throngéd’to overflowing, 
of the decks of the Port Kingston 
(the only British ship in the harbour 
at the time) crowdéd with the dead 
and dying and suffering multitude, 
of the mangled remains of the un- 
known and unrecognisable cast into 
great barges, to be later thrown into 
the sea a few miles away as food for 
the sharks, of the procession of carts 
to the cemetery a little way outside 
the town; but, most gruesome of all, 
the great. funeral pyres in Kingston,”

Plucky explorer and dead shot, 
who knows every inch of the 
dangerous country between the 
Black Sea and the Caspian. 


No woman explorer in the world 
has had more exciting adventures and 
hairbreadth escapes trom, death than 
Mme. Chemuskian, an Armanian 
lady,- whose name is a household 
word from Batoum to Bakou, from 
Astrachan to Tabriz and Teheran in 
the south. 

Mme. Chemuskian lives at Tiflis, 
in the heart of the Caucasus, and she 
has thoroughly ‘explored every mile 
of magnificent Georgia, farthest 
Armenia, the home of the Kuban 
Cossacks, the land around the mouths 
of the Volga, Daghastan, and the 
little-known country which lies be- 
tween Mosul and Teheran. 

This plucky woman explorer has 
the reputation of being a dead shot, 
which seems fortunate when one re 
members that the Caucasus is known, 
in the Caucasus itself, as the “ Tsar's 
Murder Land.” Almost every town 
in this magnificent but dangerous 
country is, and has been for years 
past, under martial law, stage coaches 
and trains are held up every day, 
and within even half a mile of a 
flourishing town the wayfarer stands 
a chance of meeting with bandits of 
the most ferocious type, who, living 
in mountain fastnesses, regard as 
their natural prey all those having 
the temerity to venture forth without 
a strong military escort.
